I have made friends with some old 
miners, one of them from Australia.

provision^ for lifteen months, having 
obtained them from Hallman and Ayls* 
worth, so you see that I am very well 
fixed that way. 


It is Qfettintr warm here, tlie snow is 
almost gone so the sleds are of no use 
until next winter. 
After I reach the 
Copper river it will be almost impos­ 
sible for letters to reach uu3 or for me 
to send any, so if you do not hear from 
me for three or four months do not be 
alarmed.

in the left hip as wo nuide a charge 
against those blockhouses and forts. 
VVe drove the .Spaniards all out and 
killed them by the nundred. 
I saw the 
fellow aiming at me but 1 didn’t have 
time to get to one side. 
But that was 
the last shot he ever fired. 
Í could see 
Him in a tree. 
He was a sharpshooter, 
nota Spaniard, but he looked like a 
Frenchman. 
The lirst shot I fired him 
out of the tree and he sat there holding 
his head and I gave him another that 
sent him up the spout. 
Our guns were 
so hot that we had to lay them down 
because they burned our hands. 


That was the third light we had and 
it was a hot one. 
It was raining bul­ 
lets but we had but few killed but a 
good many were wounded. 
1 am get­ 
ting along slowly and am being treated 
finely.

planeta Mercury and Venus tend to con­ 
firm ScLiaparellPs opinion, advanced 
some years ago, that both of them turn 
on thoir axes once while revolving 
about the sun. This, however, is a very 
difficult point to settle with certainty, 
the reason given for this being, and 
very plausibly, that the evidence rests 
upon observation of the exceedingly 
faint markings upon the disks of the 
planets, the fact being that very few as* 
tronom«n’s have ever seen them at all 
with dustinctness, and only those who 
have made a most persi.sti-nt study of 
them and are favored with vision e.'spe- 
cially sensitive to such details are com­ 
petent to expre.ss an opinion as to their 
correct interpretation. 


It is argued that if, as held by some, 
the rotation and revolution periods are 
the .«ame be a correct opinion, then the 
climatic conditions of the two planets 
must be most remarkable. Furthermore, 
our moon always shows the .«ame face to 
the earth and no knowledge exi.sts of 
the hidden part, nor have tlie supposed 
inhabitants of that concealed hemi- 
spliere ever .seen the cartli. 
Tlii.s, how­ 
ever, is of no importance to them, as 
the earth is not thi* source of ligiit, heat 
and life on the moon. 
All parts of 
the moon aro brou.t;ht undiT the smi’s 
inihu nce ju.st as all parts of the earth, 
though tlie day and night are 14 times 
us long as on the earth. 
But how it 
must 1)0 on a planet which has one side 
Otily ei.posed to the sun, astronomers can 
give no answer.—Exchange.
